August Milk Price Higher 
After Milk Price War Ends 

The net result of the Louisville 
milk price war to the producer* 
a gain of 20c per hundred for Class 
I milk in August over the July 
price. The three-way tilt which it 
was expected to require an arbitra- 
tor to settle caSne to a rather abrupt 
end Friday, when the distributors, 
the chain store interests and officials 
of the Palls Cities Cooperative Milk 
Producers' Association threshed out 
their differences to the apparent sat- 
isfaction of all, at least for the 
present. 

After a fiery session with the 
milk distributors on July 21 the As- 
sociation was successful in its 
mands that all dealers pay $2.20 
net per cwt for their milk until the 
upset in the market was settled. 
This action on the part of the Asso- 
ciation proved to be effective in 
that all dealers were anxious to get 
the situation cleared up. The tem- 
porary price of $2.20 was effective 
for onlv the last ten days in July. 

Arbitration became unnecesss 
after a. meeting with the dealers 
July 29 at which the August price 
to producers was agreed on at $2.00 

The following prices became *f- 
fective in the city August U retail 
10c per quart, wholesale 8c 
quart, chain stores 8 l-2c per quart.

THE BLUEBIRD 



By Shag WUber 

The first bird known to history was the 1 archaeopteryx, 
whose fossil remains were found in the rocks of. the Jurassic period. 
It had teeth set in sockets, reptile-like claws, feathers, and a verte- 
brated tail with one feather on each side of each tail vertebra. It 
was possibly an upward step in the emergence of birds from 
reptilian age. It was about the size of a crow. 

• Little resemblance, you will say, between the archaeopteryx 
and the bluebird. True, and there is little resemblance be- 
tween the horse of today and bis predecessor, the eohippus, an an- 
imal about the size of a four months old calf. 

The bluebird and the robin belong to the thrush famdy, noted 
for their singing. Everybody knows the bluebird, so what can we 
say about it that is new ? 

Bluebirds belong to the perching birds; when on the ground: 
they proceed by hopping. Ground birds walk; using one foot at a 
time. You will find exceptions to most general rules concerning 
birds and it is not safe to be too sure of any one particular thingj 
affecting any species.

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Cellar Storage Room 



Many gardners will bury their cab- 
bages and root crops for the winter, 
and this method commends itsolf In 
the event nothing better can be done. 
Better, however, is a cool house cellar, 
but the difficulty often lies in keeping 
It cool enough, because of the house- 
heating plant. The way out is to par- 
tition off a room so constructed as to 
be little affected by the temperature 
of the rest of the cellar, and so ar- 
ranged that ventilation can bo given. 
Such a structure presents few diffi- 
culties to build. 

A corner of the cellar should be 
chosen, one in which there is a win- 
dow to the outside. The floor, if earth- 
«n, should be leveled, and the timbers 
that are to serve as the base of the 
walla laid to enclose a square, 10 
feet on a side, for example. It may !> ■

After having made the framing, the 
studs should be covered inside and out 
with sheeting, which may consist of 
odda and ends of lumber.

On the sheeting tack a 
layer of heavy building paper, or 5 or 
6 thicknesses of newspaper, further to 
serve as insulation, and then apply the 
finish. Tongue-and-groove flooring or 
aiding may be .used; so may fibre- 
board, or even vertical planking with 
the Joints stripped. 

The door should be of the same con- 
struction, and the edges should be 
beveled and padde i, so that it may be 
closed air tight. 

We come now to the construction of 
the ventilating device.

The Baby Killer 

Summer diarrhoea, commonly 
known as "summer complaint", is 
responsible for the deaths of more 
children under two years of age 
than any other single factor. Chil- 
dren within this age period dying 
of this disease in Kentucky last 
year aggregated 1060 — more than 
twenty-five percent of the total 
from all causes. The estimated 
number of cases in the State 
21,120 making the ratio of c 
to cases approximately one to 
twenty. 

Of the estimated total of 21,120 
cases for the year, 15,380, or about 
seventy-five percent of the whole, 
occured during the months of July, 
August, Septe>mber and Octo- 
ber. Divided among the four 
months, the figures are as follows: 
July, 3840; August, 4220; Septem- 
ber, 4340; October, 2980. Of the 
deaths, 81», or approximately eigh- 
ty percent of the total of 1060, 
took place within the same period 
and were divided in this wise: July, 
192; August, 211; September, 217; 
October, 199.
